We cam get an idea of our relation 
to them when we understand that a 
ray of light sent from a shining orb 
In the “Milky Way” down to the earth, 
though It travels 186,000 miles a sec- 
ond, would not reach us for thousands 
of years. That means that if it was 
sent to us before the time of Abraham, 
it might barely have reached us now. 
And yet we are not so Insignificant In 
the universe as it would appear. The
